The step was 


determined on after a conference of an 


hour between republican leaders of South 
Carolina and the president today. 
lt is just possible that this may lead toa 


clash betWeen the state and federal au- 


thorities, for the republican leaders are 
mad and think somebody ought to be pun- 
ished for the troubies which have landed 
Tolbert in the penitentiary for safe kecp- 
ing. and resuited in the lynehing of four 
negroes, 

Of course, the duty cf punishing the 
transgressors is with the state author- 


ities, and as Governor Ellerbe has not 


suggested that he needs aid, it is diffi- | 
cult to see how the federal government . 


is going to be able to get in the game. 

R. R,. Tolbert, whose father and brother 
were shot in the recent race war at Phoe- 
nix, was at the department of justice to- 


day and asked for the investigation of 


the riot by the federal authorities of the 


state. The elder Tolbert, as has been an- 


nounced, is now in the state penitentiary 
fur safe keeping from popular violence. 
Tolbert Tells His Story. 
Tolbert says that the true facts of the 


rioting have not been given. The facts 


are, he said, as follows: 


“I was nominated by the republicans of 
my district. For the purpose of making a 
contest before the house, my brother, T. 
}. Tolbert, agreed to be present at tne 
polling place at Phoenix for the purpose of 
witnessing the affidayits of men 
who were rejected “a6 voters because atl 
their inability to eomp.y with the require- 
ments of the constitution. 

“My brother took no part in the 
ment of the polling piace, which 
the (thunds of the demoerats. Hie simply sat 
on the Piagga of Mr. Ilaike’s house and 
witnessed the affidavits given him, deposit- 
ing these affidavits in a box prepared for 
the purpose. 

“Mr. Ktheridge, the white man who was 
killed, was an election manager at a pre- 
cinct two miles away. He left his own 
precinct, and with a party of men, went 
to Phoenix. tle walked up with his party 
to where my brother was sitting at a table 
and deliberately kicked over the table and 
box in whicn the certificates were. Then 
he assaulted my brother. 

“In a short whi.e the

and commenced shooting into the crowd. 
The negroes fied. My brother, who is prob- 
ably dead by now, told me that Etheridge 
was killed by shots from his own friends. 
My. brother did not have a weapon on his 
person.”

While 
lying in a dying condition, the mob attempt- 
ed to make thim give ue name of the person 
who had killed Etheridge. He said he 
could not, because Etheridge had been killed 
by the democrats themselves. 

On finding his father so badly wounded, 
R. R. Tolbert procured a doctor, who at- 
tended to the wounds of the senior Tolbert. 
After placing his fam} in a safe place, 
Tolbert came to this city.

CABINET CONSIDERS CAROLINAS

PRESIDENT IS WATCHING SITUA- | 


TION FROM POLITICAL VIEW. 


Washington, November 11.—During | 


the session of the cabinet today eon- 
siderable attention was devotei to the 
race troubles in the Carolinas. The 
president expressed deep concern over 
the situation, but it was decided that 
the developments up to this time did 
not warrant federal interference. The 
con‘itions in these two states will, 
however, be kept under close surveil- 
lance with a view to action should it. 
be deemed necessary. 

The president will confer with Attornev 
General Griggs concerning the situation in 
the Carolinas on the latter's return to the 
city. 

Beyond the newspaper reports, no 
information from Wilmington or 
Greensboro has reached the adminis- 
tration from any source, but there is 
littlesdoubt that the whole matter will 
be looked into by the officers of the 
cepartment of justice. 

This action was decided upon at today’s 
meeting, and unless the rioting is resumed 
it is that nothing will be done 
pending return of Attorney General 
Griggs.

TOLBERTS MUST STAY AWAY. 


South Carolinians Determined To Do 
Without the Republican Brothers. 


Washington, -November 11.—A special to 
The Post from Columbia, S. C., gives the 
following story of today’s developments in 
the race riots in that state: 

Sheriff McCaslan, of Greenwood county 
in which Phoenix is loeated, wired the 
governor today as follows: 

“Things perfectly quiet and excitement all 
gone. You cannot rely upon 6ensational 
rumors.” 

Late news from the scene of the recent 
iynchings indicates that the angry passions 
of the people are subsiding and no further 
bloodshed is now to be expected unless two 
negroes, Circuit and White, or Hender- 
son, a white man, all yf whom the crowd 
wish to secure, are found, There is every 
reason to believe that all three have made 
good their escape. The feeling against the 
Tolberts seems to be intense. An impartial 
man, who been at the scene of the 
difficulty, says: 

“If the Tolberts return to 
anv time soon trouble will 
low their presence in the neighborhood, 
which, for some time to come, if ever, will 
not be a healthy piace for them. They are 
looked upon as the inciters of the trouble.’’

STRANDED VESSEL IS ENOWN TO

Wreckers Reach Nassau and Agents of 
the British Government Lay 
Claim to the Vessel. 


Nassau, N. P., November 11.—Wreckers 
who have arrived here have brought with 
them stores from the stranded vessel off

Success of Republican Party Secures

New York, November 11.—The complimen- 
tary banquet given to Major Genera] Nel- 
son A. Miles, commanding the United 
States army, at the Waldorf-Astoria to- 
night in point of numbers, extensive prepa- 
ration and brilliancy rivaled-the great ban- 
quet given last year in honor of President 
McKinley by the merchants and manufic- 
turers of the country. The leading profes- 
sions, military, naval and business men of 
the country were represented—7» 
were present. The banquet hal] was a mar- 
vel of beauty. The galleries and balconies 
were artistically’ draped with the 
colors in silk. 

The whole was enhanced in beauty by the 
bright uniforms of the various arms of the 
naval and military service present. 

As General Miles entered the dining room 
a large orchestra struck up “Hail to the 
Chief.’’ Just after the oysters were served 
a commotion was heard on the north side 
of the main banquet hall. Soon after cheers 
were heard and Governor-elect Roosevelt 
appeared opposite the guests’ tables.

PRAY THAT PEACE BE RESTORED 


African Methodist Conference’on the 
Wilmington Riots. 

Madison, Ga., November 11.—(Special.)— 
Several questions of great interest came up 
teday in the African Methodist Episcopal 
conference, now sitting in this city. 

Twenty young men were sent to the com- 
mittee for admission into the conference. 
The liveliest interest was manifested in the 
reports of the eight presiding elders’ dis- 
tricts, especially in regard to the dollar 
money fund, which is largely the standard 
of success or failure on the part of minis- 
ters, 

There was a great sensation sprung when 
a resolution was introduced to the effect 
that all questions concerning candidates 
for bishop and general office be left to the 
free choice of delegates who may be elect- 
ed to the general conference which meets 
in Columbus, O., in 190%. It was passed 
amidst shouts of applause. 

Bishop Turner called the attention of the 
conference to the terrible political outbreak 
in North Carolina. Said he: “It is revolu- 
tion. God is in it. All will come right, 
Justice will prevail.” 

After several speeches of a like character 
by members of the conference, the follow- 
ing resolutions were unanimously passed: a 

‘“‘Whereas news comes to this conference 
through the published dispatches of the 
Associated Press of the distressful and 
hostile relations of the citizens-of Wilming- 
ton, N. C., with destruction of life and 
property, which condition of things is to be 
deeply deplored and to be regarded as con- 
trary to the perpetuity of all good govern- 
ment, and in open violation of the genius 
of the constitution of the United States and 
the teachings of Christianity; therefore, 

“Resolved, That we express sympathy 
with the citizens of North Carolina; and 
especially of the city of Wilmington. And

mittee the benefit of all possible light in the 
consideration of Bilis before reporting back 
to the general committee. Nothing was 
done yesterday further than to distribute 
bills among the sub-committees.

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They Will Have To Show Their Hands. 
I’'rom a party point of view it is for- 
tunate for the democrats that the repub- 
licans will have control of the next 
congress. ‘Though their large majority 
in the house has been cut down to ten 
or fifteen, they still retain control, and 
they also have a good working majority 
in the senate. This gives them a fa- 
vorable opportunity to carry out such 
polities as they may déem necessary. On 
the other hand, if the democrats had 
carried the house, the republicans would 
have made that fact the excuse for a 
failure to put in operation those poli- 
cies which they maintain will bring 
prosperity to the country; and in this 
matter it is best that they should have 
a free hand, 
When Mr. McKinley was elected two 
years ago, it was announced that he 
was the advance agent of prosperity. He 
went into office and called his congress 
together by the time he had warmed the 
executive chair. Still, prosperity re- 
fused to materialize. Mr. Dingley and 
the brethren of that ilk put their heads 
together and formulated the celebrated 
tariff law which now adorns thé statute 
books. Though the democrats and anti- 
republicans in the senate could have de- 
layed or defeated that measure, they 
permitted it to gothrough. They want- 
ed to show, in the first place, that a 
tarfff law would not raise prices and 
wages, and, therefore, could not restore 
prosperity; and, in the second place, 
that if it could do these things, they 
were as willing for prosperity to come 
by the tariff route as by any other road. 

So the celebrated Dingley law went 
into effect. Nevertheless, prices went 
lower, and the very articles of home pro- 
ductions on whieh the highest duties 
were levied went lower than any. This 
was the first response to the celebrated 
Dingley law. The next was a deep 
cut in the wages of the cotton operatives 
in New England, and a consequent re- 
duetion there in the wages of other 
laborers engaged in productive indus- 
tries. 

Well, the Dingley law is a dead letter, 
and worse; it has begun to smell. 
At a very fortunate moment. it was dis- 
covered that there was a wheat famine 
in the old world; the wheat crop over 
there had been an entire failure. This 
fact, together with the amusing activity 
of young Mr. Leiter, sent the price of 
American wheat up for several weeks. 
This did not help the wheat growers 
to any ereat extent, the ereat bulk of 
the crop having been sold to middle- 
men and stored in the country elevators; 
but it helped business; it was a hopeful 
sien. It was claimed by the republican 
organs at the time that their party was 
responsible for the rise in the price of 
wheat. If so, it is also responsible for 
the decline that has since taken place, 
for the cereal is hovering around the 
figures that mean poverty to the grow- 
ers. If the republicans are responsible 
for the rise, they are responsible for the 
decline. 

But all this time, while Europe was 
clamoring for our wheat, and while 
the labor of New England was suffering 
‘the sort of degradation which we had 
been taught to believe could only be 
found in Europe as the result of pau- 
per wages, the republicans in congress 
were doing nothing. They had made 
loud promises to reform the currency; 
they had announced not only that they 
would restore ceneral prosperity, Mr. Mc- 
Kinley being the advance agent, but that 
they would so reform and readjust the 
currency question as to give the people 
relief. But the republican house abso- 
lutely refused to engage in any such 
business. The leaders there tucked all 
the measures proposed into the. waste 
basket, giving as an excuse, the fact 
that there was an anti-republican ma- 
jority in the senate. 

This is an excuse that would pass 
muster only with a parcel of schoolboys. 
The duty of the republicans. if they rec- 
ognize any such thing as duty, was to 
formulate a measure of currency reform 
and compel the democrats and anti-re- 
publicans to take the responsibility of 
defeat. But the truth about that mat- 
ter was and is that the republicans are 
at sea. No definite measure of currency 
reform likely to be brought forward will 
secure the unanimous support of the re- 
publicans. They are divided among 
themselves, and there is no likelihood 
that there will be more unanimity 
among them in the new congress than 
there is in the old. 

Nevertheless, the party will have to 
show its hand. It will no longer be 
able to take advantage of the plea that 
any measure calculated to give the peo- 
ple financial relief will be antagonized 
in the senate. It is for these reasons 
that the democratic party is fortunate in 
still being in the minority in the house; 
and we think it is fortunate for the 
people, too; for it is better, by all odds, 


that the republican party should be 
allowed to display to the voters of the 
country its impotency in the matter of 
restoring prosperity. Like the tariff, it 
is a question that might be argued until 
doomsday, and the dispute would come 
to naught; but once iet the fact be de- 
monstrated, by actual experiment, that 
no policy the republicans can agree on 
will restore prosperity to the people, 
and there is an end of the matter. 
This denfonstration has been com- 
plete and crushing, so far as the tariff 
is concerned. The Dingley law was 
adopted confessedly for the purpose of 
raising prices and wages. Under its 
operations prices and wages have fall- 
en lower than ever. Consequently, there 
is no more to be said about the tariff. 
It will be the same with any attempt on 
the part of the republicans to restore 
prosperity. They have adopted a polli- 
cy which killg prosperity, and no make- 


shift policy of currency reform will have 
the slightest effect in the way of restor- 
ing prices and wages to a normal level. 


The Return of Ben Cable. 

The Chicago Times-Herald, remark- 
ing upon the return of Mr. Ben T. Ca- 
ble to the democratic party, describes 
him as a wooden horse, who, when he 
is safely within the walls of the demo- 
cratic Troy, will evolve from his inwards 
a tremendous influence in behalf of the 
gold standard. ‘The Times-Herald says 
that Ben T. is still for the gold stand- 
ard, but believes that he can do more 
effective work on the inside than he can 
outside the breastworks. 

There are many of our readers who 
have never heard of Mr. Ben T. Cable, 
Once upon a time he was a member of 
the democratie national committee from 
Illinois, but when the party declined to 
be guided by the politicians represent- 
ing republican constituencies, he tied up 
his belongings in a bundle and went 
a-clicketing after Cleveland. He sees 
the error of that step and now returns, 
promising to be as good a boy as he 
knows how. 

We think that Ben has acted wisely, 
and we applaud him. Whether Ben can 
do any work for the gold standard in 
the democratic party is an open ques- 
tion. But if he is a democrat, as he 
seems to be, his place is in the demo- 
cratic party. The party may not meet 
his views on the silver question, but it 
is his duty to submit to the will of the 
majority. This was his duty at first; 
it is creditable to him that he finds it 
to be his duty at last. 

The pofitical curse of Clevelandism 
sent many good men on a strange road. 
There was no man keener for party dis- 
cipline and for submission to party Or- 
ganization than Cleveland was when :his 
crowd had imposed him on the democ- 
racy for the second time. He wrote a 
letter to the editor of The Constitution 
in which he expressed his hearty desire 
to see his party opponents submit to the 
will of the majority; but no man got out 
of the party quicker or with a bigger 
parade of buncombe when the people re- 
fused to accept his second-hand views on 
the money question. His arrogance 
stuck like a wagon tongue. 

A few such men as Ben Cable went 
with him. Some have seen the folly of 
the course they were pursuing and, like 
Mr. Cable, have returned to the party. 
Others have gone over to the repub- 
lican party, and, by so doing, have left 
the democracy cleaner in its intentions 
and freer of cranks and Hessians.than it 
has been since the days of Apdrew Jack- 
son. ' 

We, therefore, welco Mr. Cable 
back to the party. He is free to air 
his views on all occasions, but if he is 
to remain a democrat, he must have 
modesty and humility enough to submit 
to the will of the majority on al] ocea- 
sions and on all questions. ,

The Necessity of Reduction.

In this, as in all other questions that 
vitally affect the welfare of the people, 
there is always a wide margin for the 
sort of talk that comes perilously near 
to demagoguery. But the demand for a 
reduction of the gtate’s expenses at this 
moment is.an emergency that rises su- 
perior to ordinary political matters. It 
affects not only the welfare of the people, 
but the credit of the state. 

And the truth of the business is that 
the fathers of a large majority of our 
700,000 school children not only see the 
necessity of cutting down expenses, but 
have long seen it. Four-cent cotton con- 
stitutes a magnifying glass so powerful 
that We are surprised that the head of 
every department in the state does not 
see things more clearly than he other- 
wise would. 

The Constitution is of the opinion 
that whatever danger of a recoil there 
may be, there will be a very sensibly 
felt one in all parts of the state if some- 
thing to the purpose is not done, and 
that very promptly. We are very far, how- 
ever, from using such a statement as a 
threat to the legislature. That would be a 
piece of demagoguery for which there is 
no excuse so far as we can see; for we 
candidly believe that there is not a 
member of the legislature but real- 
izes the gravity of the situation; not 
one but is anxious to meet the 
emergency as wisely and with as little 
delay as possible. 

‘As to whether the emergency is a 
serious one depends altogether upon the 
disposition of the legislature, which we 
believe is precisely what it should be. 
It is a serious emergency only if it is to 
be met by a further demand on the 
crippled resources of the people. If 
there is to a reduction of expenses, 
as there must be, then the emergency is 
a most fortunate one, and the only re- 
egret will be that it did not loom up at 
the moment when the resources of the 
people began to disappear as the result 
of the gold standard, 

If the people were prosperous, if they 
were receiving living prices for their 
staple crop, there would be no com- 
plaint, for there would be no emergency. 
But the values that used to pay the bulk 
of the taxes have disappeared. We may 
now hunt for properties that are able 
to evade taxation, but even if we find 
them, which is doubtful, they will not 
be in sufficient volume to recompense 
the state for the loss of the values which 
have taken wings. Though we find ever 
so much property that has heretofore 


| eluded the law, the people will be as 
poor as ever, and no better able to pay 
the present exorbitant rate. 
The knife must be used on those ap- 
propriations which invite it! 
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A Hepublican Admission. 

The Philadelphia Press, which biew 
lukewarm and cold during the election 
just past, in reference to the Pennsyl- 
vania state ticket, in discussing the 
general results throughout the union, 
has this to say:

But 
when we see a large section of the 
country determined upon building up 
contentions in our midst, and while 
We have among us a voting population 
ready to respond to the appeal of any ir- 
responsible firebrand from another sec- 
tion, we are compelled to be a little 
careful about party division. 

What, for instance, has the party to 
which The Press is allied done to make 
it safe for political division to exist in 
the south? The very election under 
consideration furnishes the answer. 
North Carolina had yielded to the voice 
of the tempter, and the result was a 
condition of things under which the 
lives of women and children were not 
safe in many parts of that state. With 
negro office holders at every turn, with 
their young men rendered ibold by par- 
ty recognition, their minds inflamed, 
their intentions unspeakable, the white 
people of North Carolina were compelled 
to get together and remove the evil, 
peaceably, if possible; forcibly, if ne- 
cessity had arisen therefor. [From all 
parts of that state comes the assurance 
that even white republicans and white 
populists, in the face of the great im- 
pending evil, were forced to align. them- 
selves under tbe banner of democracy, 
because that course was demanded for 
the protection of their wives and chil- 
dren. 

All this goes to show that party unity

Taxation and Tax Returns. 

Editor Constitution—I have read with in- 
terest a communication in your columns to- 
day signed “Taxpayer,” and after reading 
your very commendatory editorial’ on the 
author and communication, re-read the lat- 
ter. 

‘“‘Taxpayer,’’ in my humble opinion, gig- 
nally fails to suggest « complete remedy. 
He stops exactly half way in his suggested 
remedy. The reduction of appropriations 
should be mae, unquestionably, and let 
it_ be radical and in the right places. Fut 
the legislator who stops there has done only 
half of his work. Having reduced appro- 
priations, then let him enact such laws as 
wil force every property owner in this 
Siate to bear his fair share of the burden. 

The existing tax “return” laws of this 
State are farcical. They are in themselves 
radically defective, and such as they are, 
are not enforced or properly administered, 
and never will be with a tax receiver sit- 
ting at the seat of customs holding out one 
hand for returns and the other for vetes 
for this re-election. 

So long as returning property for taxation 
is voluntary or so nearly so as it is in Geor- 
gia; so long as that one return in a hun- 
dred is actually made under oath, so long 
will human nature assert itself and many, 
many property holders of ‘‘one-eyed hon- 
esty” fail to realize the taxable value of 
some properties and at times possibly for- 
Set that they hold others. 

The example given by ‘*faxpayer” to 
show that it is not the rate, but solely the 
Sum of property taken from him by the 
State aS his Share of a public burden thut 
hurts is not a fair or complete i!!ustra- 
tion. Let me add to his example and il- 
lustrate the remedies. 

Admit that the legislature has adopted 
his suggestions and absolutely cut off every 
single money appropriation except one for 
Uhe public debt, and say this ig $1.00. 

Suppose that ‘‘Taxpayer’’ and myself are 
the property holders off the state, ‘’Il'ax- 
payer” Owns $79 of taxable property and I 
own $lov. ‘‘Taxpayer’’ returns his property 
at $75 and IT return mine at $25, making the 
total state returns $100. Of the $1.30 needed 
by the state “Taxpayer” will be called upon 
to contribute $1.12 and I 38 cents. ‘‘Tax- 
payer's” sum burden has been reduced— 
even 60 has the rate. ‘“Taxpayer’s’’ exam- 
ple showed that the state had taken from 
him $1.50 and foolisily expended too much 
of it on negro free education and an un- 
wise.or indiscriminate pensions. The add- 
ed example 1 give shows that the state has 
by its defective laws and their tax admin- 
istration permitted me to unjustly force 
“Taxpayer” to bear a large portion of my 
share of the burden of paying the state 
debt. 

Now the remedy for this injustice on the 
part of the state in allowing me tn rob 
“Taxpayer” is this:. Force me to return 
all of my property at its fair valuation, 
just as ‘‘Taxpayer’’ voluntarily returned 
his. This remedy ts the complement of the 
one suggested by ‘“Taxpayer’’ and an abso- 
lutely essential complement. The two to- 
gether will bring complete relief to a bur- 
dened people. Neither the one nor the other 
alone can or will reduce and equalize. public 
burdens. To pursue the illustration to the 
end: 

“Taxpayer's” reduced appropriations 
would leave only the $1.50 burden to be met; 
the suggested complementary remedy would 
leave 3) cents of it to be justly borne by 
“Taxpayer's” $75 of property, and $1 of it 
by my $150 of property. My apology for

Mr. Robson said last night, when seen 
at the hospital, that he saw no. lights, 
fence nor rope to warn him that there was 
a hole in the road. He was driving slowly 
and saw the horse stumble. The next thing 
he knew was when he regained conscious-

The man who first came upon the scene 
of the accident said the horse was stand- 
ing nearly over Mrs. Robson, as if waiting 
for her to get out of the way before he 
moved.

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BIG CUT IN APPROPRIATIONS CERTAIN 


TO BE MADE BY THE LEGISLATURE 


Talks With More Members on the Subject— Governor Candler’s Message Univers- 
ally Approved— Constitutional Convention Bill Changes Hands—News 
and Cemment Heard in and About the Legislative Halls. 


Elsewhere this morning The Constitution 
prints signed statements from the three 
members of the legislature who, by virtue 
of their committee chairmanships, will be 
in chafge of all financial! measures, and the 
boldness with which they discuss the situa- 
tion is good evidence of their earnest pur- 
pose to make the fight for reform a win- 
ning fight. All are experienced legislators 
and Well acquainted with the ropes. That 
they will have the support of a very large 
majority of their fellow members in what- 
ever line of action they agree upon is cer- 
tain, and it is beginning to look as though 
there would be no minority at all. There is 
some difference of opimon, however, as to 
where to begin to cut appropriations, and 
the views of the members on this point are 
interesting. The idea of saving the tax rate 
from going higher by reducing the salaries 
of state officials is gradually being lost 
sight of, and it is said that ‘‘“Gideon’s band’’ 
will not hold another meeting, but the 
members of that somewhat unique organi- 
zation are just as earnest in their efforts 
to secure reform as are those who take a 
broader view of the situation.

“In reference to the deficit in the state 
treasury there is one of three things which 
must be done: There must be brought to 
light more taxable property—property that 
has hitherto evaded tihe vigilance of our 
tax assessors. If more property cannot 
be found, then the question of increasing 
the tax rate presents itself for the con- 
sideration of the legislature. If the digest 
remains the same and the legislature re- 
fuses to increase the rate, then the con- 
clusion is inevitable that either the fund 
for the*common schools must be reduced 
or the legislature must cut off the appro- 
priations for confederate pensions—one or 
both of these appropriations must be less- 
ened.”’ 

Representative Roland Ellis, of Bibb, one 
of the strongest men in the house) in dis- 
cussing the tax question, put his views in 
this terse statement: 

“Economy is a word with which it is cus- 
tomary for the demagogue to caress the 
popular ear, for nothing can interest the 
tax-ridden so much as the alluring hope 
of lighter burdens. But the man who con- 
demns an increase of taxation and in the 
next breath announces his opposition to 
proposed reductions tn all large appropria- 
tions, both for schools and pensions, in 
the face of the treasury deficit, is a legisla- 
tive anomaly. ‘ihe present beneficiary ob- 
jects of the state’s tax levies and appro- 
priations are worthy, but they cannot ex- 
pect money from a treasury not only emp- 
ty, but in debt to the limit: The only other 
source is found in an increase in the tax 
rate. Such an increase in view of the pres- 
ent conditions surrounding the taxpayers of 
Georgia is nothing short of confiscattfon. 
I. for one, shall oppose further burdens 
upon the people who pay the taxes, no 
matter what appropriation such course may 
hurt.”’ 

Senator Bunn, of Polk, who its rapidly be- 
coming one of the most influential members 
of the upper ‘house, will take an active 
part in the reform fight. He said yester- 
day: 

‘The message of the governor today, 
giving the financial condition of the state, 
presents to the general assembly a most 
serious situation to meet. 
clear, that the tax rate should not be in- 
creased, as the tax burden is now great 
enough. Conservative legislation should 
now follow to prevent the tax burdens 
from growing greater and to reduce them 
if possible, in view of the obligations of 
the state and her duty ro afford good school 
facilities to her children. I would regret 
to see-any backward step in the matter 
of popular education. The present situa- 
tion must be met fearlessly and wisely, 
and no increase of tax burden will be 
hooked upon with favor by the people. We 
must find and tax all property which now 
escapes taxation.” 

Representative T. W,. Hardwick, of Wash- 
ington, one of the youngest and most 
active members of the lower branch, will 
make a hard fight for the adoption of his 
bill to rotate the swperior court judges, 
but he will find time to help put through a 
tax reform measure. He said last night: 


‘The tax problem confronting the general 
assembly is by far the most important is- 
sue it will have te meet. While economical 
expenditure of the public money in every 
branch of the state government is an ab- 
eolute necessity and will doubtless be en- 
forced, yet we must not be ‘penny wise and 
pound foolish.” We must save not only 
the dimes, but also the dollars. The enact- 
ment of a tax law which will force all per- 
sonal property on the tax digest is one of 
the measures needed. And then, if the 
finances of the state demand the sacrifice, 
the legislature must not hesitate to make 
such cuts in the larger appropriations as 
are necessary to insure the solvency of the 
state treasury and to save our people from 
increased taxation.” 
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The special committee, consisting of Rep- 
resentatives Hamby, Everett and Barron, 
appointed to ascertain how many paid 
and unpaid claims are on file at the pen- 
sion office, yesterday submitted their re- 
port to the house.

same, do submit the following report: 

“We finc that there are on file in said 
pension oflice 3,826 widows’ claims which 
conform f@ the laws relative thereto, and 
which have been fully paid off at $60 each, 
amounting in the aggregate to $229,060. 

“We find that there are on file in said 
pension office 3,398 invalid soldiers’ claims 
which conform to*the laws relative there- 
to, and which have Leen fully paid off at 
the aggregate amount of $190,000. 

“We find on file in said pension office 169 
invalid soldiers’ claims which seem to 
comply with the laws relative thereto, but 
which have not been paid off for want of 
funds, the approximate amount necessary 
for the payment of the same being $9,550. 

“We find on file in said pension office 
2166 indigent soldiers’ claims which con- 
form to the laws relative thereto, and 
which have been fully paid off at $60 each, 
amounting in the aggregate to $189,760. 

“We also find on file in said office 85 
indigent soldiers’ claims which apprar to 
conform to the laws relative thereto, but 
which have not been paid off for want of 
funds. the amount necessary for payment 
of which at $60 each being $48,300."

SENATOR NESBITT’S BILL. 


is 


Providing for the Election of All 
Judges and Solicitors of City 
Courts by the People. 

The bill introduced by Senator Nesbitt, of 


this senatorial district, providing. for the 


election of judges and soiicitors of all cily 
courts by the people of the county in which 
said courts are located, is as follows: 

“A bill to be entitled an act to provide 
for the election of the judges and solicitors 
of the various city courts throughout the 
state. whether exercising civil or criminal 
jurisdiction, by the people of the respective 
counties in which said courts are located, 
and for other purposes. 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the senate 
and house of representat.ves in general as- 
sembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, That all successors 
to the present and subsequent encumbents 
of the offices of judges and solicitors for the 
various city courts and criminal courts as 
now or hereafter established on the recome- 
mendation of the grand jury as now pro- 
vided by law, or as by loca] laws heretofore 
established, shall be elected by the electors 
of their respective counties, entitled to vote 
for such members of the general assembly 
representing said counties, at the general 
election held for such members of the gen- 
eral assembly next precedng the expira- 
tion of their respective terms. The first 
election to be held under this act to occur 
at the next genera! election for members of 
the general assembly. Provided, however, 
that the successors of all such officers 
whose terms expire on or before the next 
zernera] state clection shall be selected in 
the manner as now provided by law. 

“Sec. 2. Be it further enacted and it is 
hereby enacted by the authority of the 
Same that all laws or parts of laws in con- 
flict with this act:: whether local. or gen- 
eral, be and the same are hereby repealed.” 

Senator Nesbitt says this b'll wil] pass the 
senate and ‘he advocates its passage on the 
ground that the judiciary of the state 
should be elected by the same method, 
rather than by fixing different methods in 
different counties for the election of judicial 
Officers of co-ordinate jurisdiction. He says 
that he is in favor of the election of judges 
and solicitors by the people, but he wants 
the law to affect the whole state rather 
than any single community. 

In urging thre passage of this bill it 
held that the people of Atlanta voted on the 
question as a general One, rather tian as a 
local measure, the words ‘‘For the City of 
Atlanta’’ having been stricken out the 
proposition as originally submitted by the 
executive committee. 

The Nesbitt bill is receiving the active 
support of the chairman of the county 
democratic executive committee, Mr. Albert 
Howell, Jr., and should it pass it will affect 
every city in the state having a city court. 
The conflict between the two measures, the 
Siaton bill, providing for a special election 
for the city of Atlanta only, thus becomes 
& contest on the one side in favor of a gen- 
eral measure, which will put the election of 
alj judges and solicitors of the -city courts 
of the state in the hands of the peopie, and 
the special mcasure, providing that the 
judge and solicitor of the Atlanta court 
only are to be elected by the people, while 
the officers of all the other city courts are 
to be named as now, by the governor. As to 
whether or not the house bill will impede 
the progress of the general bill providing 
for the election of all judges and solicitors 
of the state by the people remains to be 
Been. 

Senator Nesbitt thinks that if those who

Adopts Some of Major Mims’s Delight- 
ful Reminiscences as His Own.

ISRAEL ZANGWILL LEFT ATLANTA 
at noon yesterday on the Southern ralil- 
way’s limited for New York. He stated that 
his southern trip had been very pleasant 
and interesting. The political conditions in 
the country had interested him and he 
made some mental notes of recent events. 
The North Carolina situation presented 
something new to him. He said he had 
heard much of the republican and demo- 
cratic tickets and he inquired if he could 
buy one for New York. 

At the dining given to him after his lecture 
he got off many clever hits. Dr. Landrum 
and Dr. Marx mentioned that they had met 
a few days before during an inspection of 
the new jail. Dr. Landrum remarked that 
he had sympathized with the prisoners. 

“Did you preach to them?’ Mr. Zang- 
will inquired innocently. 

The author in the course of his response 
to the teast that the company wished him 
an early return to America, said that his 
receptions in the United States reminded 
him of the story of the fat girl. She con- 
sulted a physician who prescribed a certain 
diet for her. A month later she returned. to 
the doctor complaining that his prescription 
had not reduced her weight, but on the con- 
trary, she had been growing stouter all the 
time.

Some one asked Mr. Zangwill if he 
thought there was any marked difference 
between the American tramp and the 
schnorrers or mendicants of. whom he had 
spoken in his lecture. 

“Tl would say that the sahnorrer has more 
humor in his make up. I cannot say posi- 
tively which has the greatest assurance, 
but am under the impression that the 
schnorrer has more cheek or nerve. The 
schnorrer is not a very reverent being. He 
has no special veneration for the rich and 
the aristocrat. Once one called on. Roths- 
child for alms and sent in his card on 
which he wrote below his name, ‘Brother- 
in-law to God.’ The Rothschild had him 
brought in and asked why he had dared 
to put such an inscription on the card. 

“Well, it was this way,” answered. the 
schnorrer. ‘“‘There were two sisters. I mar- 
ried one and God took the other.”’ 

One of the schnorrer stories which he 
told in his lecture was of the mendicant 
who prayed the Lord to send him $100,000, 
promising to distribute half of it in charity. 
As the money did not appear promptly, the 
beggar added: “Oh, Lord, if you cannot 
trust me to keep my promise, send me 
$30,000 and you can distribute the other 
$50,000.’” 

Mr. Zangwill does not pride himself on 
his persona] beauty. He said that when a 
Jew was spoken of as beautiful the allu- 
sion was to his piety and character. “A 
good looking Jew was considered rather the 
fool of the family, which was a consolation 
for some of us,” he added amid laughter. 

Mr. Zangwill’s wit does not provoke bois- 
terous demonstrations. It is so subtle that 
it keeps the listeners bubbling with merri- 
ment. His lecture’ on the Ghetto is full of 
epigrams. He has a passion for them, hold- 
ing that a truth can be impressed more 
forcibly if stated in that form than if the 
expression is commonplace. 

The expedition of Columbus under the 
auspices of Ferdinand, Isabella & Co. was 
financed by Jews, said’ Mr. Zangwill. The 
first liéutenant was a Jew and he was the 
first to land upon the newly discovered 
country. 

“This eutenant discovered tobacco, 
which js greater than America,” said the 
lecturer. 

Mr. Zangwill Nstened with muah pleasure 
to some of Major Livingston Mims’s rem- 
iniscences and remarked that thereafter 
they would be his. 

Something was said to Mr. Zangwill about 
the storm of criticism heaped upon his 
criticism of the dramatic critics. 

“T have read the papers carefully, but 
have seen no criticism of what I said. If I 
discover a criticism, I shall answer it.’’ 

This was a parting shot for the critics. 

Mr. Zangwill’'s plans are jndefinite. He 
may remain in America until spring, as his 
stay promises fo be quite profitable. Many 
cities want to hear him and he says that 
it is not imperative for him to return to 
London for some time.

SAY SPOOKS HAUNT 
THE GRIM OLD JAIL 


Sensational Tales Told by Some Super- 
Stitious Negroes. 


SEE “SPEERITS” IN WINDOWS 


Moans and Groans and Dangling Ropes 
Said To Have Been Seen. 


SOME STORIES THE POLICE HAVE HEARD 


Many Negroes Give the Old Deserted 
Prison a Wize Berth After Dark. 
The Tales Told.

“Some of the negroes who reside in the 
third ward,” said a police officer last night, 
“are giving the old jail a wide birth when 
they have oceasion to pass through that 
portion of the city after dark. It is claim-~- 
ed by those who are superstitious and sen- 
sational that the old, deserted prison is 
haunted.” 

“It is just what I expected,” said the 
station sergeant, “for a few nights ago, 
you remember, “two negroes were arrested 
near the jail and prought in here and one 
of them was wild with fear. He was 
charged with being drunk, but he declared 
he was only scared because he @ad seen a 
ghost standing in one of the windows of the 
old jail.’’ 

Several policemen standing about began 
to talk about the “‘hant’” at the old prison, 
and it developed that a number of negroes 
had already declared they had seen queer 
things about the gloomy old stone building. 

Last Sunday night a negro woman was 
seen running down Fraser street 
break-neck speed and she stoutly affirmed 
that she had heard a solemn voice calling 
to her as she passed the old jail, and when 
she looked up she saw a man at awindow 
with a rope dangling from his neck. Tais 
tule was believed by the other negroes to 
whom it was related. 

“Sister Mary,” a negro commented, re- 
ferring to the woman who had seen the al- 
leged jail spook, “is too good a church 
‘oman to tell a lie and she sure must have 
seen a spirit.’’ 

After the officers had related all they had 
heard a Constitution man made a visit into 
the negro settlements near the old jail 
and he heard enough to learn that many 
of the negroes believe the prison is ‘‘haunt- 
ed.”’ Said one old negro man: 

“I¢ there ever war a place whar a ghost 
would find a lodging dat ole,jail must be 
one of dem, fur dere bab been men hanged 
dere and men what committed de suicide, 
and all dat. Dere am all sorts of crannies 
and holes whar de spirits could be a creep- 
ing about. I jest tell you, here is one chile 
what ain’t gwine ter fool around dat old 
place arter dark.”’ 

A woman who passed the old 
Saturday night on her way to see 
friend after 12 o'clock, said: 

“lL nebber told anybody about hit 
but I sure had de testimony of de 
dat night. Ef I hadn't 
marcy I reckon J] would 
down dead, but | wus saved by dé good 
deeds whut I done, I done clar forgit all 
"bout de prison and was up in de front ob 
hit before I Knowed hit. I looked up to 
see how high de moon done riz and I come 
nigh to falling in der faint when I seed a 
face peering at me frum one of de win- 
dows up sta’rs, Hit wus awful sad like wus 
dat face, and I clar heard a moan. [ didn’t 
stop to ‘spect hit-any more, but I lit out 
frum dat piace like a skeered rabbit.” 

In the settlement of Peaville, just in the 
rear of the old jail, was found a negro 
preacher, or rather exhorter, who gaid he 
had attended one of the hangings in the 
old jail yard. 

“IT always knowed,"’ said the exhorter, 
“that some day or other the man what 
they hanged when I was in there a trying 
to give spiritual consolation, would haunt 
that place if ever the chance was given 
him. I ain’t a saying whether or not I be- 
lieve in speerits, but there may be an ex- 
cuse for some folks to come back and 
haunt dat jail if they was hanged for noth- 
ing.” 

; “Would you mind going through the old 
Jail at night by yourself?” the exhorter was 
asked. 

“I done said I am kinder on def ence on 
the speerit business, but if the speerits 
leave me alone I ain’t a hankerine after 
them, and T am too comfortable woere I 
am to be fooling around in an old prison 
which has had hangings and al] sorts of 
bad folks mixed up with it.’’

~ GFORGIA UNTIL TODAY TO DECIDE 


Colonel Brown Will Knew the Number of Men Who Desire te 
Slay in Service by This Moming, 


THE PLAY NOT SUCCESSFUL 


It Is Certala Now That the Regiment 
Will Not Be Formed, 


GFFICERS READY TO LEAVE SERVICE 


They Declare They Are Able To Take 
Care of Themselves if the Men of 
the Regiment Are—Say They 
No Longer Wish To 
Stay. 


THE COMPANY ROLLS OF THE BAT- 
talion of the Second Georgia regiment at 
Camp Atkinson have been completed and 
a@re ready to be turned over to the mus- 
tering officers when they arrive in this city. 
The result of the choice of the men, 
60 far as the five companies at Piedmont 
park are concerned, is far from encouraging 
to ttoge who have worked to have the .eg- 
iment retained in the servic2. 

The actual number of soldiers who have 
signed the roll to stay in will not be made 
known until today, but it is certain that 
hardly one-fifth of the troops have agreed 
to remain with the regiment. 

Major Kendrick said yesterday: 

“‘Wihile I have not counted the nuinber 
of men who have signed the roil to stay 
in the field, you can say that it will oe 
between 125 and 150. This number is of 
course much smaller than we expected to 
find, and if the officers had known tnat so 
few of tho men desired to continue wiih 
the regiment it is pretty certain thai the 
effort to have the command retained wceuld 
not have been. made.” 

Colonel Brown received a dispatca fiom 
the war department yesterday morning in- 
forming him that the would be given until 
Gaturday morning, November 12th, to de- 
termine whether the Second Georg'a 1egi- 
ment ean stay in the service under ‘he 
provisions of the war department. Colonel 
Brown immediately telegraphed Colonel 
Lawton in Macon to let him know at the 
earliest possible moment what number of 
men of the First Georgia regiment would 
come over to the Second, and Colonel Brown 
expects to receive a final answer this morn- 
ing in regard to the First Georgia regi- 


ment. 
Outlook Poor for Regiment. 

The officers at Camp Atkinson themselves 
are beginning to doubt the success of the 
plan to contirue the Second Georgia in the 
field. Yesterday the reports from the two 
Augusta companies were encouraging to 
these officers who wish to stay with the 
regiment, but the reports from Savannah 
and Rome were anything but bright. 

The position the men 
at Camp Atkinson ‘havé taken and the small 
number of them who have signed the roll 
to continus with the regiment is considered 
enough to insure the failure of the plan 
of the war dbpartment. 

At Camp Atkinson, when the troops of 
the battalion first assembled, it was un- 
derstood that at least two or. possibly 
three companies could be formed from the 
five in camp, but since that time for some 
reason not known to the officers the senti- 
ment of the men has changed perceptibly, 
and instead of three companies hardly 
enough names have been added to the roll 
to form one command. 

An officer of the regiment said yester- 
day: 5. 

“You can state now that it is hardly pos- 
sible now to get the regiment togetner, 
although the matter will not be finaily de- 
termined until we have heard from the 
First Georgia and from the companies of 
the Second Georgia at Savannah and Au- 
gusta. 

“Since the men of this battalion have 
taken the position they have in laying the 
blame for the delay in being mustered out 
on the officers, the officers in nearly every 
case are indifferent to the fate of the reg- 
iment. In some of them it is true love 
for service and they would like, under 
other circumstances, to stay in the field, 
but they do not propose to bear the biame, 
if there is any biame to be laid anywhere, 
for the delay. 

“You will find that the officers will be 
able to take care of themgelves whether 
the regiment is mustered out or not, but 
there are numbers of men in this battalion 
who will not be able .o find employment 
during the winter and would be infinitely 
better off in the army. It is probably too 
late now for the regiment to be retained, 
but the men ought to have seen this for 
themselves without, the officers telling 
them.”’ 

When e Second Georgia regiment left 
eamp at Huntsville it was announced that 
from forty to fifty men in every company 
desired the officers to make the effort to 
retain the regiment, and with the almost

Without at least two full companies at 
Camp Atkinson to be used as a tasis for 
the regiment, it was seen that the plan 
would not be successful, and the announce- 
ment made yesterday that only about 190 
men had agreed to stay in out of the five 
companies is looked upon even by the of- 
. flcers as a sure prediction of the failure 
of the plan. 

It is hardly possible to bring more than 
one battalion over from the First Georgia, 
if that many men can be obtained, but even 
with that number the plan to form the 
regiment would be impossible. 

Colonel Brown had a conference with of- 
ficers of the department of the gulf yester- 
day in regard to the disposition of the 
regiment, and it is understood that the 
mustering officers will be asked to come 
to this city as soon as possible in order 
to enable the men to return to their homes. 
The figures from the First Georgia and 
also those from the wther companies of 
the Second giving the decision of the troops 
will be in Colonel Brown's hands this morn- 
ing, and until then the exact number of 
men who wish to stay in the field will not 
be known. The officers of the regiment 
are still indignant at the position of some 
of the men in saying that the officers have 
tried to influence the men of the battalion 
and have delayed the mustering officers. 
Captain Beusse said yesterday: 


“I want the public to know that I have 
not tried to influence in any way or man- 
ner any man in the regiment.

Mrs. Nannie McBee Disappears with 
Her Eldest Daughter. 


HUSBAND AND FATHER ALSO WENT AWAY 


The Six Desertei Children Alone With- 
out Fuel or Food—Police Making 
an Investigaticn. 


A MOST PITIFUL AND, AT THE SAME 
time, a very mysterious case of desertion, 
Was brought to the attention of the police 
authorities yesterday morning. 

Mrs. Nannie McBee, herself a 
wife, left her home with her eldest daugh- 
ter morning, leaving six little 
children, al] girls, alone. Up to last night 
nothing had been the missing 
mother and daughter, although the police 
rade every effort yesterday to locate them, 

The six children left home are all 
young, the smallest being not 
nine months old. They were utterly alone, 
without relatives friends 
fue] or food in the house. 

Mrs. McBee and her husband moved to 
Atlanta from Greene county, Georgia, about 
five months ago and secured work in the 
Fulton cotton mills. They had seven chil- 
dren, the eldest a daughter fifteen 
old and the youngest a babe in its mother’s 
arms. 

About five weeks went to 
Macon, presumably to get a better situat'on, 
and since then, so Mrs. McBee stated to 
scme of her neighbors, his family has 
heard nothing from ‘him. For five weeks 
the deserted wife and children toiled and 
made a scanty living. 

Thursday morning Mrs. McBee and her 
eldest daughter !eft their home, at No. (32 
Reinhardt street, saying they were going 
to Grant park to spend a few hours. All 
the other children, six little girls, were left 
at home and alone. The day wore away 
and the mother and daughter did not re- 
turn. Thursday night the six deserted little 
girls spent alone in the cheerless house. 
Friday morning came and still Mrs. McBee 
and the oldest daughter were missing. 

The matter was reported to the neigh- 
bors and the next oldest girl was advised to 
appeal to the police authorities. She went 
to the police barracks and told a pitiful 
story of the dcsertion of herself and five 
little sisters. 

“We are all alone,” said the child, “and 
we don't know what to do. We have noth- 
ing to eat and nothing with which to build 
a fire. There is no person in Atlanta to 
whom we can go, for we have been here 
Only a little while and all our kinfolks live 
in Greene county, from where mother and 
father came, Mother told me she was go- 
ing to Grant park stay little 
while and we waited for her and sister all 
night and she has never come back, I be- 
lieve something awful has happened to 
them, for they love us too much to leave us 
alone to starve or freeze to death. I 
wish the good police would look for them.”

Adjutant General Sabmits His Annual 
Repert to Secretary of War. 


AN INCREASE IS DEMANDED 
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Regular and Volunteer Branches of the | 
Service Are Discussed. | 


CHARACTER OF THE MEN REVIEWED

Full Number Brought Into Service Is 
Given, Together with Number 
Killed and Wounded. 
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Washington, November 11.—Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin has made his annual report to 
the secretary of war. It contains much of 
a statistical nature about the armies of the 
United States, including the regular and 
volunteer branches. 

General Corbin shows that at the break- 
ing out of the war, the regular army con- 
Sisted of 2,143 officers and 26,40 enlisted 
men, He refers to the legislation for in- 
creasing the strength of the regular army; 
also to proposed legislation submitted to 
the last congress, but which was not en- 
acted. Under the war legislation the regular 
army was increased until it amounted to 
2,332 officers and 56,365 enlisted men, which 
included 5,365 men of the dospital corps. 
Regular army officers to the number of 387 
were nominated and confirmed 
grades of the volunteer army. 

Discussing the volunteer army, 
Corbin shows the legislation regarding it, 
and gives in detail the different organiza- 
tions called out from the various states 
and territories. The strength of the volun- 
teer army at its highest point, which was 
during the month of August, was 8,785 offi- 
cers and 207,244 enlisted men, The aggregate 
étrength of the regular and volunteer ar- 
mies was 11,108 officers and 263,608 enlisted 
men, 

General Corbin says that ‘‘the suspension 
of hostilities, resulting from the short but 
brilliant operations of the army against 
Santiago, the surrender of the Spanish 
troops in Porto Rico, no less than the suc- 
cessful operations of our troops in the 
Philippines,’ lead to the determination to 
muster out 100,000 volunteers. He gives the 
details of the campaign, which have been 
published, and adds: 

Volunteers Make Sacrifices. 

“Since the signing of the proctocol, the 
officers and men of the volunteer regiments 
have remained at their posts of duty, in 
most cases at great persona! sacrifice. That. 
they have.done this cheerfully and without 
complaint, makes it all the more desirable 
that a speedy increase of the regular army 
be provided for, in order that the volun- 
teers may be released from further service 
and be allowed to return to their peaceful 
vociutions.”’ 

The following as to the staff is presented: 

“Much has been said of late concerning 
the organization of the several staif de- 
partments. If, as recommended, additional 
Officers are given the line of the army, so 
as to give plenty of trained officers for staff 
duty in time of war, the main objection will 
have been met, and it is doubtful if under 
all the conditions peculiar to this govern- 
ment, a general reorganization of the staff 
or the adoption of new systems will be 
found .to be desirable, certainly nothing 
radical should be entered upon.”’ 

The character of enlisted men is 
mented upon in the following: 

“In assembling the regiments of the reg- 
ular army at the beginning of the war with 
Spain, the character of the enlisted men 
arrested attention. A distinguished foreign 
officer visiting the Fifth army corps at 
Tampa, remarked: 

‘*Every man looked fit to command.’ 

“Their conduct on transports, on the 
march, in battle ag El Caney, San Juan and 
Santiago gave abUundance of evidence that 
his good opinion was well placed. The 
officers and men by their valorous deeds 
and gallant conduct met the high expecta- 
tion of the country.” 

Wants Law Changed. 

General Corbin refers to the law which 
prevents the enlistment of persons who 
are not cilizens of the United States, and 
says: 

“The new conditions will, 
a modification of this statute desirable to 
the end that the enlistment of from one 
company to a battalion of natives for each 
regiment serving in Cuba, Porto Rico, and 
the Philippines may be authorized. The 
advantage Of this is too obvious for dis- 
cussion.’

BUSINESS BOOMING 


Trade Has Boon the Greatest Ever Known 
in Octeber. 


NOVEMBER SHOWS UP WELL 


_———— eee 


Export Demand for Iron Beyond All 
Dreams—Cotton Remains at the 
Lowest Price on Record. 


New York, November 11.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade will say to- 
morrow: 

“The country has safely passed the trial 
of ‘off year’ elections. Before this elec- 
tion everything except political uncertain- 
ties favored business enlargement. The vol- 
ume of trade has been the greatest ever 
known in October and the greatest ever 
known in any month except December, 1892. 
The record of November thus far showed 
clearings 10.4 per cent larger than last year 
and 9.3 per cent larger than in 1892. The 
railroad earnings in October have been 5.2 
per cent larger than last year and 8 per 
cent larger than in 1892. Foreign trade 
shows an increase of 4 pér cent in Octo- 
ber in exports, with 38 per cent in exports 
from New York last week, While imports 
showed a gain of only 22 per cent in Octo- 
ber, and eredits against foreign bankers 
were piling up at an inconvenient rate. 
There was and is absolutely 
about the currency, and the treasury is only 
too strong. When enormous exports of pro- 
ducts are considered it seems quite impos- 
sible for the country to meet with serious 
monetary trouble, especially in view of 
past surplus in favor of this country. 

“Wheat declined nearly a cent, but re- 
covered al] the loss with Atlantic exports, 
flour included, of 3,338,509 bushels, against 
3.274,489 last year, and Pacific exports 1,016,-

the holding back of stocks manifestly a 
failure.

“Cotton remains at the lowest prices on 
record with heavy receipts and without 
large milling demand. 

“fron production November Ist was 228,- 
850 tons weekly, against 215,635 October Ist, 
and a decrease is seen of 35,241 tons in stock 
unsold outside the holdings of the steel 
companies, indicating an actual consump- 
tion of 1,109,600 tons in October about 283 
tons greater than the largest left over 
shown in any previous month on record. 
The export demand is beyond all dreams— 
40,000 tons rails for northern Europe and 
100,000 tons plates, besides 4,500 tons billets 
from Pittsburg alone with great quantities 
of bars, rods, wire and other finished prod- 
tet.

Chicago, November 11.—Near the close 
today reports of heavy export engage- 
ments and a recovery in foreign markets 
caused wheat to become suddenly active 
and strong. May closed at an advance of 
tec. Corn and oats closed a shade higher. 
Provisions unchanged to 2c higher. 

The opening trades in wheat showed de- 
clines of 4%@%c, May starting at from 66% 
to 6%c There was plenty of news of a 
discouraging nature to buyers, but the 
selling pressure Was surprisingly light and 
no further decline occurred. On the cone 
trary, the market began to mend shortly 
after the opening, and though the advance 
was very slow for two hours, it was sure. 
English consols were up 34sd and an almost 
total lack of foreign buying orders was re- 
ported from the seaboard. Liverpool, which 
declined 1d yesterday, showed a further 
decline at the opening here today of 
& to ld and London reported cargo, 

a quarter lower. Considering th: 

bad weather, northwest receipts were 
prisingly heavy, Minneapolis and Dutut! 
reporting 1,340 cars compared with 1,042 |; 
week and &21 a year ago. Chicago receipts, 
however. were light at 139 cars, though of 
good quality, 48 being of coniract grade. 
The Michigan crop report said prospects 
were seldom better, and gave the seeded 
area at 3 per cent larger than last year. 
Notwithstanding this array of bearish news, 
shorts considered it advisable to take 
profits on yesterday's decline, and thei 
buying soon sent May up to 6d55sc. For a 
long time the market ‘hung between that 
figure and 65%c. The volume of trading 
Was very moderate, and fluctuations were 
infrequent until after 11 o'clock, when the 
tone of the seaboard and foreign news 
Changed decidedly for the better, and the 
market here immediately took notice of 
that fact. Late Liverpool cables showed 
half of the early decline recovered. Reports 
as tO export engagements were very con- 
flicting for a time, but the steadiness of 
New York convinced speculators that a 
good business was being done. New York 
finally claimed as high as 120 loads taken 
at all points. Phe cash demand here and 
at northwest points showed improvement. 
There was some talk of a possible squeeze 
of December at New York, and this ‘had 
an effect on ..0cal shorts, who covered 
freely. As the session progressed the de- 
mand from shorts gradually grew heavier, 
and after noon trading was quite heavy in 
volume. May advan steadily to 66'4c, 
and was firmly held at that price for some 
time. It wae hringing 664%c at the close. 
Primary receipts were 1,541,000 bushels. At- 
lantic port clearances were 422,000 bushels. 

Corn wus weak early on a decline in ca- 
bles and the governinent report. which 
made the crop 1,927,000,000 bushels. There 
was a good cash demand and a lot of De- 
cember buying by shippers. There was re- 
newed buying at the decline by leading bull 
operators, and the market became firmer 
later, closing at the best prices of the day.

'TO MAKE CHANGES 


IN AID'S UNIFORMS 


Acting Adjutant General Obear Has Pre- 
pared Regulations. 


GOVERNOR’S STAFF DETAILED 


Lieutenant Colonels Must Conform to 
Regulations Within Thirty Days 


OR COMMISSIONS WILL BE FORFEITED 


Braid on Front of Uniforms Will Be 
Taken Off—No Dress Uniform 
Will Be Allowed. 


Acting Adjutant General Obear sent out 
instructions to the aids on Governor Can- 
dler’s staff yesterday and he will in a short 
time send to them regulations regard ng 
the uniform and other equipment which 
they must have before reporting for duty. 

The aids on the staff will be required to 
conform with the regulations strictly and 
no alternative will be allowed them. Colonel 
Obear said yesterday that if the lieutenant 
colonels did not carry out the instructions 
in the regulations within thirty days of the 
receipt of them the aids would forfeit their 
commissions. 

Colonel Obear said that no exceptions will 
be made to this decision. The uniform, in- 
signia of their rank, and sword of the lieu- 
tenant colonels will have to be’in accord- 
ance with the regulations and no deviation 


from this will be allowed. 
Some changes in the uniforms have been 


made. There will be no dress uniform. A 


fatigue uniform. which will be very plain, 
will be the only one worn. The braid that 
is usually on the front of the coat will be 
taken off and only the edges of the coat will 


have the braid. 

On the collar the star will be taken off. 
In its stead will be placed a triangle in 
gilt and in the center of this triangle will be 
the letter A, signifying ‘‘Aid.” The ar- 
rangement of the symbol of rank is a sug- 
gestion of Colonel Obear’s and is considered 
afi appropriate one. At the present time 
the regulations of the United States army 
do not prescribe any symbol for the ads 
on the various staffs, but they retain the 
usual signification of rank that they would 
have if they were line officers. 

When the triangle is placed upon the col- 
lars of the coats worn by the lieutenant 
colonels on Governor Candler’s staff it will 
be the first time aids have had a designa- 
tion and the idea is considered a unique one. 

A spec'al form of saddle cloth and other 
parts of the equipment are prescribed in 
the regulations. The sword instead of be- 
ing curved will be straight. 

Uniform Regulations. 

The following are the uniform regulations 
for aids de camp of the Georgia volun- 
teers: 

COAT—A single-breasted sack coat of 
dark blue cloth or serge with standing 
collar fastened with hook and eye; coat to 
close with a flap containing suitable con- 
céaled fasten.ngs, the skirt to extend from 
one-third to-two-thirds the distance from 
the hip joint to the bend of the knee, ac- 
cording to height of wearer; cut to fit the 
figure easily, a vertical opening at each 
side of the hip, shoulder straps and collar 
insignia to be worn. The coat to be trim- 
med with lustrous black mohair flat braid 
as follows: edged all around the bottom, the 
front edges, the collar, and for six inches 
upward from the bottom along both side 
openings to the skirt, with braid one and 
One-fourth inches wide. The leather belt 
will be worn under the undress coat, the 
sword hook emerging from the opening 
of coat on the left side. 

COLLAR INSIGNIA—The | letters Ga., 
gothic design, the ‘“‘G’’ to be half an inch in 
height, the ‘‘a”’ five-sxteenths of an inch 
in ‘height, and followed by a period anda 
triangle one inch in height. with the letter 
“‘A” thereon, the same to br raised and in 
black. all to be made of gold or gilt metal 
fastened to each side of the collar one inch 
from its edge and midway of its height. 

SHOULDER STRAPS—Lieutenant' col- 
onel’s insignia on a field of dark blué cloth. 

CAP—A cap of dark blue cloth of. the 
pattern prescribed for officers of the United 
States army with the coat of arms of the 
United States embroidered in gold modified 
according to pattern adopted by the United 
States government. with the word Georgia 
embroidered in gold block letters -five-six- 
teenth of an inch high tn an are above the 
coat of arms, so placed that the upper part 
of the letters will be slightly below the top 
of the cap. 

SWORD —A straight 
tern prescribed for officers 
States army. 

BELT—Plain b'ack leather belt of pattern 
prescribed for officers of the United States 
army. 

BOOTS AND LEGGINGS—Plain black 
leggings or boots as per regulations pre- 
scribed for officers of Un'ted States army. 

SADDLE CLOTH—Dark blue cloth, or 
wool, of pattern prescribed for officers of 
staff corps United States army. trimmed 
with vellow leather one and one-half inches 
in width and in each flank coner the let- 
ters ‘‘Ga,”’ the “G”’ to be two inches in 
height and the ‘‘a’’ one and one-half inches 
beneath a triangle two inches in height 
with the lettér ‘‘A’’ thereon.

CITIZENS WANT 
COUNTY POLICE 


Many Depredations Are Committed in 
Country Districts. 


PEOPLE ARE KEPT IN FEAR 


Bands of Gamblers Are Said To Wan- 
der Through the Woods. 


THEFTS AND BURGLARIES ARE FREQUENT 


Board of County Commissioners May 
Be Asked To Establish Some 
Kind of Protection. 


People outside the corporate limits of 
Atlanta, but living in the country, want the 
county police force re-established. Numer- 
Ous complaints have come to the ears of the 
county commissioners recently concerning 
the depredations and disorders that are 
now going on in the county, and the coun- 
try people claim that there is no remedy 
open to them whereby they can get rid of 
the evils. 

It is asserted that large parties, made 
up especially of negroes, leave the city 
every day and go into the woods of the 
county and engage in gambling, which 
continues unti) night. These crowds, it is 
said, have quantities of intoxicating liquors 
with them, and freely and openly drink un- 
til they become thoroughly drunk. It is 
said that the people in the neighbornood of 
the places visited are kept in a constant 
state of fear. 

The county, near Fort McPherson, is said 
to be infested with these sort of law- 
breakers, and the people there claim there 
is no one to whom they ran appeal. In the 
northern part of the county, {t is claimed, 
from the city limits to Buckhead, is another 
favorite place for these gatherings. 

A number of citizens fro mthat locality 
have reported that cows and other stock 
have been taken from them. In the south- 
eastern part of the county complaints have 
also come. The commissioners have been 
informed that protection is needed in cer- 
tain localities, and that the county pvolice 
force usually kept such troubles in abey- 
ance. It is said that there now many 
more complaints than there have been 
Since the county police force was abol- 
ished. 

It is believed that a petition will be pre- 
sented to the commissioners at their reg- 
ular meeting in December to re-establish 
some force that will.exercise control cver 
the county districts and stop the continual 
marauding that is now being done in many 
parts of the county.

seems that the people want some sort of 
protection. It has been told me that large 
numbers of gamblers go outside of the rity 
and spend he daty in unlowful games, much 
to the annoyance and disturbance of the 
people. 

“The county force of policemen, when it 
Was in existence, did much good and pre- 
vented much of the disturbance that is now 
going on.” 

The county police foree thas been abol- 
ished several. years, and it is stated by 
those living in the county that the dis- 
turbances have beep increasing every year. 
When the force was in existence there 
were enough of them ‘to keep the law- 
breakers in constant fear that they would 
be caught, and the bands that now go jnto 
the woods to create trouble were not so 
bold or numerous. 

The force was first organized and desig- 
nated by the board of county commission- 
ers as inspectOrs of roads and bridges. They 
began to be so useful and such a protec- 
tion that police authority was given them. 

As soon as this was done the force, of its 
own accord, gave itself the name of county 
police. Later, it is said, Chief Verner dis- 
charged two of the force, named Bradley 
and Herrington. These became dissatis- 
fied and employed Attorney Lewis Thomas 
to have the courts abolish the forre, as 
there was no law authorizing it. 

Mr. Thomas was successful in tis case. 
Judge Lumpkin he!d that there was no law 
which allowed the force to exist as police- 
men, and this decision was afiirmed in the 
supreme court. The force was then abol- 
ished by ‘the board of county commis- 
sioners. 

Sometime ago it was suggested that spe- 
cial bills be presented to the legislature 
asking for the authority to form a coun- 
ty police force. Nothing has been done 
in tnis direction. .

The Augusta Telephone and Electric Com- 
pany is operating the largest telephone 
plant in Augusta and is very different from 
the ordinary telephone system, as it is en- 
tirely automatic. The subscriber, by the 
use of a dial, calls up the number he re- 
quires without asking the central office to 
make the connection and in this way he se- 
cures immediate and direct connection and 
the conversation is not heard by the opera- 
tors at the central office. 

This system is very popular, but the com- 
pany became embarrassed financially, could 
not extend its territory and was handicaped 


by some debts. 

Mr. Spalding is president and general 
manager of the Southern Iron Car Line and 
general manager of the Express Coal Line 
and also vice president of the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern railway and repre- 
sents large New York interests in this ter- 
ritory. He can command all the money 
needed to put the Augusta company on a 
sound basis and carry out plans for the ex- 
tension of the service. He leaves at once
